By Arnold J. Katz 
VACAVILLE, CALIF, April 26, 1970—A 
day that brought rain, hail, cold, high

GARDENA, CALIF. April 23, 1970 — 
Dusty Coppage, riding the new Yamaha 
650, found his way into the winner’s 
circle for the first time this year Thurs- 
day night, becoming the fifth different 
Expert Main winner of the young TT 
season at Ascot Park, as well as the 
first Professional to score a victory on 
the recently approved big Twin two- 
stroke, 

The big break for Coppage came be- 
fore the halfway mark in the final, when 
Mark Brelsford, Ascot’s only two time 
TT winner this year, broke a Magneto, 
while running in front of Coppage and 
point leader, Skip Van Leeuwen. 

The Brelsford Harley Sportster rolled 
to a stop on the front straight, andit was 
a brand new chase between Skip and 
Dusty. 

Coppage jumped at the chance to be- 
come the first rider to ever win an 
Expert final aboard the new 650 and 
actually stretched Van Leeuwen more 
after Brelsford dropped out. 

Van Leeuwen’s Triumph had been sent 
ahead for the long Sacramento race 
scheduled on Sunday, and Skip was aboard 
a borrowed machine. 

Eddie Mulder got caught trying to 
jump the Starter for one of thefewtimes 
in his colorful career and had to start 
from the row three peanlty line, Eddie 
then charged harder than he has in many 
a year to work his way up behind rookie 
Don Dudek, who gave Mulder his second 
surprise of the event and refused to 
give ground, 

Dudek held all the way to score a well 
earned and surprising third over the 
veteran Mulder, who knows the track like 
the back of his hand, 

Dave Aldanu and Keith Mashburn re- 
turned to action, with both being regu- 
lated to the semi-main from the heat 
races, Aldana had things under control 
and looked like the winner in the semi. 

On the yellow flag lap, however, Dave 
locked into fourth gear, and failed to 
negotiate the tight, south-end turn, He 
ended up on the outside, half-mile track, 
and was out of contention for the rest of 
the evening. Mashburn then took over 
to win, 

Keith came up with ignition troubles 
on his Yamaha in the final and dropped 
to the back, 

Amateur John Hateley found the going 
tough, but not too tough to keep from

MERT CATCHES TOM ON HALF-MILE

GARDENA, CALIF, April 24, 1970 — 
Anything can happen once, If it happends 
twice, you know you have something 
going. It happened again at Ascot on 
Friday night, when the big guns of all 
professional racing, the half milers, 
rolled them to the line, 

Mert Lawwill’s 750 Harley and Tom 
Rockwood’s 650 Triumph went at it for 
the second week running. This time, it 


was even better and even closer than the 
opener the previous week, 

Mert and Tom were the fastest two 
qualifiers by a country mile, each win- 
ning their respective heat races with 
little pressure from the rest of a well 
seasoned group of riders, 

Mert came into the Trophy Dash look- 
ing for his 5th straight win and he got it 
over Rockwood, Mel Lacher and Dave 
Aldana, 


The crowd seemed to sense what was 
coming in the 15 lap final. Rockwood shot 
off the line, blew Dewayne Keeter off in 
quick time and set sail toward becoming 
the first to stop Mert at Ascot this year, 
Mert was a close fourth, dueling with 
Aldana for third. 

In one swoop, Lawwill headed off both 
Aldana and Keeter and was now second, 
in a rider reversal of last week’s 
Rockwood-chasing-Lawwill battle, From 


then on, one of the greatest displays of 
90 mph riding and sliding took place. 
Lawwill followed Rockwood into the 
turns, with both riders pitching their 
machines full throttle, Mert came in too

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Yamaha Flat Tracker 
Christened

Pouring Sake from a Japanese wine 
bottle, Dick Kelm christened his newest 
flat track machine in the pits at Ascot 
Friday night. 


Japanese Sake was the proper choice 
for the occasion because it marked one 
of the first competitive appearances of 
the new Yamaha 650 four-stroke twin on 
the half-mile oval, 


For Kelm it was the moment he had 
been waiting and working towardfor over 
a year, When the new engine was first 
announced Dick spotted the potential of 
the four main bearing, single overhead 
cam engine and put in his roder, He had 
to wait a year to get the mill but when it 
came Dick rushed it over to Trackmaster 
and had a frame wrapped aroundit, Then 
the hard work began, Building a race 
bike out of a stock street machine is 
always a long job. There are no bolt on 
racing components made for a brand new 
bike like the Yamaha so everything you 
want you have to make yourself, 


“Just looking at it you wouldn’t think 
there was much work in it,” Kelm says, 
“But we’ve been on it every night and 
weekends for three or four months.’ 
‘“‘There’s twice the work in this than in 
one of my Goldstars,’’ ‘‘But it sure is 
neat working with new pieces of ma- 
chinery.’’ 

The engine is surprisingly standard, 
Two 34mm Mikunis replace the stock 
carbs but the valves are all stock, No 
special pistons are available yet so 
Kelm welded up the tops of the original 
ones and remachined them to clear the 
valves, New cam profiles, valve springs 
and light weight retainers come from 
Norris performance products and Ken- 
dall DT-1 oil goes into the wet sump. 


Kelm says that one of his first pro- 
jects will be to convert the engine toa 


dry sump system to cut down on internal 
friction. 

Perhaps the most time consuming 
operation on the Yamaha was the change 
over from left side shift to right side 
for left turns around the Ascot oval. 
Kelm made a new shift shaft and welded 
up bearing bosses around the hole he 
made in the right case, 

The seat section Track Master frame 
had to be altered to be comfortable for 
Shorty Seabourne who is built closer to 
the ground than most riders, Shorty has 
been riding Goldstars for Kelm for two 
seasons now and will be seen on the Ya- 
maha that was built with him in mind. 

Stock horsepower is rated at 65 and 
with the improvements already made the 
rig seems to be competitive, 

Last Friday night Seabourne was rac- 
ing for fourth place in the Final when the 
steering damper sanpped and sent Shorty 
over the bars, They’ll both be back this 
week and if the first outing is a sign of 
how the twin is going to run after all the 
handling bugs are sorted out then the 
Kelm-Seabourne- Yamaha team is going 
to make news this year,

Before designing the new machine PABATCO polled some 10,000 trail riders

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SCRAMBLERS CLEAN HOUSE AT BAKERSFIELD

BAKERSFIELD, CALIF, April 19, 1970-—

Buried in the fine print is 
an amendment to increase the fee for 
Certificates of Ownership from $5 to $p5, 
The legislative representative of the 
DMV advises that there has been no in- 
crease in administrative expense but that 
the DMV wants to discourage avoidance 
of registration, A Certificate of Owner- 
ship, although often referred to as a 
‘title only registration’, is not a regis- 
tration at all. 

Comment: The DMV is being unco- 
operative. The owners of motorcycles 
which are used only in an off-the-road 
capacity need some means of legally 
recording ownership to help offset the
